The most important gifts received during the month were as follows: From 
the Austrian General Commissioner to the World’s Fair at Paris, 1900, 12 volumes, 
relating to the Austrian section; from S. P. Avery, a nine-page holograph letter 
of Cardinal Mazarin, dated December 25, 1640, written as Ambassador Extraordi- 
nary to the Court of Savoy and relating to the treaty between France and Prince 
Thomas of Savoy, concluded on the 2d of that month, also 16 volumes, 20 pam-’ 
phlets, 53 prints and 3 bookplates, among which were 11 of the 20 volumes of the 
Century Library of Music, edited by I. J. Paderewski, a collection of photographs, 
verses, etc., relating to the wedding of the Queen of Holland, etc.; from the Bach 
Music Festival, Bethlehem, Penna., 5 pamphlets and 3 newspapers, being the 
official publications and notices of the Festival; from R. R. Bowker and the 
‘* Publishers’ Weekly,” 245 volumes, 631 pamphlets, etc.—an important collec- 
tion, including bound volumes of the ‘‘New York Evening Mail” from 1868 to 
1874, as well as unbound numbers for earlier and later years, including the first 
issues of the ‘‘ Evening Mail” and some early numbers of the ‘‘ Evening Mail & 
Gazette,” also a number of volumes of the ‘‘American Economist,” ‘‘ Good Gov- 
ernment,” ‘‘ Civil Service Record,” ‘‘ Conservative,” and other newspapers of 
similar economic interest, together with many volumes of public documents and 
of miscellaneous books and pamphlets; from Brooks Brothers, 16 directories, €ice 
from Norman W. Browne, 6 volumes, insurance maps of New York City, Sacer 
deposited as a permanent loan; from Sir William Martin Conway, 7 pamphlets, 
written by him, relating chiefly to Spitzbergen; from Mrs. Henry R. Hoyt, 2,284 
volumes, 10 packages of pamphlets and newspapers, from the library of the late 
Judge Charles P. Daly, comprising a collection of works in English and general 
literature, history, science, etc.; from the Royal Library, Stockholm, Sweden, 
3 volumes; from the New Vouk Athletic Club, 6 volumes of its foucssiee uit 
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Mrs. Anna Parker Pruyn, 1 volume, ‘‘A catalogue of books relating to the litera- 
ture of law,” collected by the late John V. L. Pruyn of Albany; from C, R. Saffery, 
6 volumes and 391 pamphlets, catalogues of the exhibitions of the Society of 
American Artists; from Prof. Swartsow, University of Kharkow, 1 volume and 
1 pamphlet; and from the Commissioners of the Provinces of Utrecht and Zuid 
Holland, Netherlands, 192 volumes, documents issued by these provinces. 

The Library acquired by exchange a complete copy of the ‘‘ Speculum Vite 
humanz”’ by Rodericus Sancius de Arevalo Zamorensis, printed by Sweynheim 
and Pannartz at Rome in 1468, probably the third book printed in Rome, Italy. 

The exhibition of prints from the collection of J. Pierpont Morgan has been 
replaced at the Lenox Branch by. an exhibition of engraved portraits. These have 
been selected with relation to their artistic value and not in special connection 
with the characters. The exhibition of Japanese engravings is still to be seen. 
The exhibition of Japanese ornament at the Astor Branch has been replaced by 
plates showing art forms in nature. 

On Monday, June 24th, four of the school reading rooms were opened in 
accordance with the agreement between the New York Public Library and the 
Board of Education on December 12th last. The reading-rooms now opened are 
those in Public Schools 160, 33, 30 and go, each being supplied with about 400 
volumes and with 38 monthly and 61 weekly periodicals. The results obtained 
in these reading-rooms will be given in the statistics for the Circulation Depart- 
ment.

Bancroft Collection. The manuscripts of 
the Bancroft collection consist of original papers, 
and transcripts. The originals include the Adams 
papers, which contain letters to Samuel Adams 
from nearly all the prominent men of the revolution, 
with draughts of his own letters ; the papers of the 
Boston Committee of Correspondence; the Haw- 
ley papers ; the Anspach and other papers on the 
service of German troops in the revolution, includ- 
ing the correspondence of Gen. Riedesel ; and nu- 
merous letters, bound and unbound, of distinguished 
‘Americans.

Ford Collection. The manuscripts of the 
Ford collection consist chiefly of autographs of 
Americans of the revolutionary period and the 
ninetenth century. There are many autographs 
of the signers of the declaration of independ- 
ence, and a number of letters by Washington 
and Franklin, letters to Gen. Hand, and many 
other papers bearing on the revolution. Of the 
nineteenth century, there are autographs of the 
presidents, heads of departments, congressmen, 
governors, generals, etc., the correspondence of 
Andrew Jackson with W. B. Lewis, letters to 
Noah Webster and W. G. Webster, correspondence 
of F. R. Hassler with numerous scientific men on 
the subject of coastsurvey. There are many docu- 
ments, unimportant, of the different departments 
of government, bearing official signatures; also 
much private correspondence of the Ford family. 
There are numerous autographs of distinguished 
Europeans, and of British ministers, peers, etc. 
The manuscripts are of a very varied character; 
many are valuable only as autographs, while others 
are of great historical or biographical interest. 
The collection was made by Gordon Lester Ford 
and his sons, Worthington Chauncey Ford and 
Paul Leicester Ford, between 1840 and 1898.
